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NEW director at Lyme Regis Museum, David 
Tucker, comes from a large rural family in Greens 
Norton, Northamptonshire, and now lives in 
Dorchester. 

He was formerly County Museums Advisor for 
Dorset but said doing something really signifi¬ 
cant on the Dorset coast was too tempting to ig¬ 
nore, and he started as diretcor of the 
award-winning museum in Lyme Regis in May. 

He is married to wife Gail, a schoolteacher, and 
has three children aged 14,16 and 19. 


• WHAT attracted you to the job of director at Lyme 
Regis Museum? 

What really attracted me to Lyme was the potential the 
museum has to become the heritage site on the Jurassic 
Coast. Lyme is the home of palaeontology and the mu¬ 
seum is built on the site of Mary Anning's house. The mu¬ 
seum was endowed over 100 years ago by the Philpot 
family - who had strong connections with Mary Anning. 

• HOW will you be moving ahead with the museum's 
planned extension and how will this benefit the mu¬ 
seum? 

I'll be starting work on a bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund 
in the next few months and we'll make sure that we 
work with and consult with our partners on the Coast, 
especially Lyme Regis Development Trust, the Heritage 
Centre at Charmouth and of course the Jurassic Coast 
team at Dorset County Council 

• WHAT other plans do you have for the future of 
the museum? 

We have to do more to celebrate Lyme's great literary 
connections - not just Austen and John Fowles, but 
some of the less well-known links like Tolkien. I'm also 
keen to do something to develop the story of Lyme's 
greatest citizen, Thomas Coram, the founder of the 
Foundlings Hospital. 

• WHAT upcoming exhibitions can we look forward 
to at the museum? 

We're considering this at the moment - things have 
been left in great shape by my predecessor Mary God¬ 
win, and what we need to do is to balance the demands 
of trying to fund the extension with making changes in 
the museum. At the moment we have a small exhibition 
commemorating the life of Di Wiscombe - a Lyme girl 
who won a gold medal at the Paralympic Games. 

• IS there anything in Lyme's history that is of par- 
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ticular interest to you? 

I like the story of the Siege of Lyme. In civil war terms I'm 
one of life's Roundheads, and the brave folk of Lyme sent 
King Charles I's army on their way. 

• WHAT do you like about working in Lyme Regis? 

An obvious one - the sea and the view from my window. 
I've discovered a fantastic team of volunteers who bring 
a tremendous amount to the museum. 

• IS there anything you would like to change about 
or add to the town? 

I'm reluctant to criticise Lyme in any way - it seems a bit 
churlish as I don't live here. Perhaps a bit more free park¬ 
ing for people that work here would be good. That and 
an extension to the museum! 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I like to get out jogging and walking. As I'm getting on 
a bit and have rubbish knees it tends to be more fast 
walking nowadays. I write very bad novels that no one 
will ever publish. I love films, but absolutely loathe 3D. I 
also play the guitar in a ham-fisted way and was once 
the bass player in the second best blues band in west 
Wiltshire. I like football, I've supported Everton for over 
40 years since I saw them lose 4-0 on "Match of the Day" 
in 1971. 

• WHICH three people (past or present) would you 
invite to your dream dinner party? 

Paul Newman, because of his acting, politics and altru¬ 
ism; Bobby Charlton simply for being the best footballer 
ever to pull on an England shirt; and Spike Milligan be¬ 
cause his war memoirs are the funniest thing I've ever 
read. I would have said Sir David Attenborough, but I've 
already had the pleasure of dinner with him! 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

When I was a child, it was always Swanage. Now I'm 
lucky enough to live in Dorset, probably France. I have 
quite modest tastes and walking along the wide empty 
beaches of Normandy in half-decent weather is enough 
for me.

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Greenpeace protest over 
oil drilling in the Arctic

DORCHESTER Greenpeace volunteers protested outside 
the county town’s Shell garage on Saturday. 

A group of around 25, one dressed as a Polar Bear, 
asked passing motorists to support the campaign to stop 
Shell from drilling for oil in the Arctic this summer. 

Drivers and pedestrians were handed leaflets “You 
could help us stop Shell from destroying the Arctic” and 
were told about fears that drilling in the Arctic could risk 
a spill that the extreme conditions would make near im¬ 
possible to clean up. 

Irene Statham, a Greenpeace volunteer from Dorch¬ 
ester, said: “We’re protesting at the Shell garage to tell 
them to stop drilling in the Arctic this summer, and we’re 
hoping lots of people from Dorchester will be interested 
and join in our campaign. 

“The Arctic is a fragile and beautiful place. An oil spill 
there would be catastrophic. We really hope that people 
in Dorchester will help to save the Arctic.” 

Shell is the first major international oil company to make 
exploitation of the Arctic a serious corporate focus. 

Greenpeace say the Arctic region’s extreme weather and 
short summer season means Shell has a very small win¬ 
dow for drilling its exploratory wells before the return of 
winter sea ice. The freezing temperatures, the unpre¬ 
dictable weather, and the remoteness of the drill sites all 
pose unprecedented operational challenges and would 
make an Arctic oil spill impossible to contain and clean 
up.

New sports centre still not open

pool, dance studio, 60-station fitness 
suite and changing village. The new 
building has no sports hall leading to 
worries about badminton, trampolin- 
ing, gymnastics, five a side football 
and other indoor sports which have 
been held at the existing centre. 

But the council say that these 
should continue by using the Thomas 
Hardye school’s two sports halls. 
However, one of the regular bad¬ 
minton groups has said that it will be 
moving to St Osmund’s School hall 
in September. 

The delay has also affected some 
summer activities with staff at the 
Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre 
telling customers that they are only 
able to take bookings for the first two 
weeks of the holidays and that cus¬ 
tomers should then ask again. Nor¬ 
mally the centre would take 
bookings for activities and summer 


activities throughout the period, 
making it easier for parents and car¬ 
ers to plan ahead. 

West Dorset District Council has 
not commented on the reasons for 
the initial delay in opening, but View 
from Dorchester was told that the 
main problem had been a lack of gas 
pressure to boilers used to heat the 
pool and building. This has now been 
overcome. 

A West Dorset District Council 
spokesman told the View From 
Dorchester. “The building work for 
the new Dorchester Sports Centre 
has now been completed and we are 
in the final stages of signing a con¬ 
tract with the operator, who will run 
the centre on behalf of the district 
council. 

Once the centre is handed over to 
the new operator there will be a four 
to six week period while they fit the 
building out with IT and fitness 
equipment. During this time the op¬ 


erator will set an opening date for the 
new centre, which will be widely ad¬ 
vertised to the local community, and 
which we expect to be later this sum¬ 
mer. 

“As has previously been adver¬ 
tised, we can confirm that the 
Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre will 
remain open until the new sports 
centre opens to ensure the local com¬ 
munity has access to leisure facilities 
throughout the summer... 

“While there is no sports hall for 
racquet sports inside the centre, it has 
always been the intention of the dis¬ 
trict council and the Thomas Hardye 
School that community access to the 
school’s adjacent two sports halls 
and grass pitches will be managed as 
part of the Dorchester Sports Centre 
operation - creating a ‘campus’ of 
high quality facilities for the benefit 
of both schools and the community.” 


Project to speak up for 
elderly cancer patients 

DORSET Advocacy is starting a new project to 
speak up for older cancer patients at the County 
Hospital. 

The charity says there is emerging evidence sug¬ 
gests that older people with cancer do not receive 
the same level of service as younger people with 
cancer. 

"Older patients do not always receive appropriate 
explanations regarding treatment options nor feel 
confident that decision making is fair, transparent 
and in their best interests," said a Dorset Advocacy 
spokesperson. 

Local findings suggest that older people believe 
that ageism within the health system continues to 
contribute to inequalities. 

"This new project will enable us to work across 
Dorset offering advocacy services to empower 
older people affected by cancer to have a more as¬ 
sertive voice, ensuring that they have access to the 
right support and to challenge ageist attitudes, 
which have all too often resulted in the disregard 
for the care needs of older people. The project will 
ensure that older cancer patients are better able to 
make informed decisions about their treatment and 
care and access the curative treatyments they need 
and deserve."

Fairer representation 

I RECENTLY attended, Alistair Chrisholm's council 
offices and library meeting in Dorchester, held be¬ 
fore 280 members of the public in the Corn Ex¬ 
change. 

One of the reasons for so much public "dissent" 
on the news offices, was a lack of public consulta¬ 
tion and also widely felt views on the way WDDC is 
run; by a one party executive which railroads views 
through which are then rubber stamped by its Tory 
dominated full council. 

The DCC is also run this way with a "one" party 
cabinet. Local democracy in Dorset has been 
eroded by these methods. 

If, as seems likely, these cabinets/executives are 
not disbanded, a much fairer way would be to base 
the makeups of these on a proportional represen¬ 
tation of the seats obtained or percentage of votes 
cast for each party. 

Example: Dorset County Council - 45 council 
members; currently 29 Conservatives, 14 Lib Dems, 

1 Ind, 1 Labour. Member cabinet currently 7 Con¬ 
servatives. Under proportional representation of 
the seats; cabinet would be 4 Conservative, 2 Lib 
Dem, 1 other. The same could be done to WDDC. 

This would mean that DCC and WDDC would 
have cross party input to the cabinets/executives 
and decisions would not be railroaded through as 
at present. 

After attending both executive and cabinet meet¬ 
ings as an observer, these meetings at the moment 
are akin to a vicarage tea party. 

At least these meetings with a cross-party make 
up, would have proper discussions, scrutinisation 
of plans and proper argument. 

It would not stop one party domination, but 
would certainly be fairer than the present systems.

ECO HOMES in Dorchester will be open to 
the public in September as part of Dorset Ar¬ 
chitectural Heritage Week. 

Seven homes are featured, six in Dorchester 
and one at Milborne St Andrew. They range 
from a modern home to those which date to the 
17th century. 

Bookings for visits are being taken from this 
week with most only able to take a handful of 
people at a time. It is expected that the places 
will be quickly taken with a growing interest, 
running in parallel with rising fuel prices, in 
being able to heat and light a home for less. 

The weekend of visits will be held on Sep¬ 
tember 8th and 9th. 

The community project is run by Sally 
Cooke, a member of Transition Town Dorch¬ 
ester. 

“When we asked for volunteers we almost 
immediately had about 20 who offered, which 
was remarkable,” said Sally, “it illustrates the 
interest there is.” 

Amongst those whose homes will be open is 
that of David and Jane Henshaw on Dorch¬ 
ester’s Manor Park. 

The couple, who have four children, have 
managed to dramatically reduce the cost of 
heating and lighting their home and say they 
manage perfectly well without a car - using 
electric and traditional bikes instead. 

One of the first in the area to have solar pan¬ 
els fitted, back in 2006, they had to bring in a 
company from Wales to carry out the work - 
because no one locally was able to do it. 

“It seems remarkable now, but we even had 
to put the workmen up in a hotel to do the 
work,” said David. 

But although he missed out on grants and 
more favourable tariffs he is still more than 
happy with his array of panels - which produce 
a significant proportion of their power needs. 

The family also invested in a DIY water har- 
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vesting system which recycles rainwater and 
water from showers, sinks and baths and have 
an efficient wood burner which keeps the 
house warm. 

David’s figures show that the family have 
generated a total of 13.4 megawatt/hours of 
electricity since the panels arrived in October 
2006, which is about 2.3Mwh per year. 

That averages at about 6kWh/day - just under 
half what the family use. 

“At this moment we are producing 1,980 
watts, which is typical for a bright sunny day. 
The panels do better when it's sunny and cold, 
because efficiency drops when they get warm,” 
said David. 

“The panels currently generate about £275 
worth of electricity per year, which more or 
less pays the interest on the capital needed to 
install them, but as electricity prices continue 
to rise, we will hopefully eventually repay the 
capital. The panels are completely mainte¬ 
nance-free, although we will need a replace¬ 
ment inverter soon.” 

David says the solar thermal panels pre-heat 
water before it goes to a fairly conventional gas 
boiler which, on very sunny days means the gas 
boiler can be turned off and water diverted 
straight to the taps. 

Even with using gas for cooking - gas bills 
are typically between £4 and £18 a quarter. 

The family’s water system, which costs only 
around £150 to install, supplies the showers, 
bath and sinks in the two bathrooms, with the 
'grey' water system being turned off when there 
is sufficient rain. 

David says tank supplies one of our two toi¬ 
lets by gravity, saving around 60 litres a day. 


This uses only about half of the grey water 
available, and the rest is used to water the gar¬ 
den. 

“The saving on that toilet is about £44 a year, 
and we also get a small rebate because we put 
less grey water and surface water into the 
sewage,” said David. 

“These things need not be expensive: our 
home-made water recycling system cost only 
£150 or so, and seems to be saving that much 
every year. We burn pallets in the winter, and 
use no other heating, which saves a huge 
amount. Anyone could do this... you only have 
to go round scavenging pallets. So I would say, 
if you can't afford the high-tech green things, 
go out and do something cheaper. We all com¬ 
plain endlessly about the cost of energy, but 
there are lots of things ordinary people can do. 
Putting up a washing line costs almost nothing 
and saves a fortune in airing/drying costs.”

Five foot swan promotes Tanys'cheese 


A FIVE-FOOT fibreglass swan has 
been created by West Dorset mum 
Tanys Pullin for the Swans of Wells 
event in Somerset. 

Tanys, from Ford Farm, made the 
swan to promote her family’s 
Wookey Hole Cave Aged Cheddar 
which, having been made on the 
farm near Dorchester, is then ma¬ 
tured at the caves in the heart of 
cheddar making country in Somer¬ 
set. 

Her other creations in the past 
have included a chocolate coated 
wedding cake made out of cheese 
and a crown sculpted from a piece 
of cheddar weighing half a ton. 


Tanys drew upon some illustrative 
concepts she created for a book she 
wrote several years about ‘Jelly’, 
the Witch of Wookey Hole for her 
fourth son, Alex, when he was five. 

The swan which has been offi¬ 
cially named Kay Vaiged, the 
Wookey Hole Cheese Witch, is now 
elaborately decorated with a series 
of illustrations, designed to conjure 
up the mystical atmosphere and his¬ 
tory of the Wookey Hole Caves and 
the Cheddars that are matured there. 

Kay sports a witch’s hat and sits 
astride a broom stick. On her back 
is a fibre glass replica of a Wookey 
Hole Cave Aged Cheddar truckle. 


The illustrations feature mythical 
and pre-historic creatures feasting 
on cheese and the inside of the 
swan’s wings are painted with 
Wookey Hole Cave Aged Truckles 
maturing in the caves. 

Commenting on the project Tanys 
said: “It was a bit daunting at first 
because of the sheer surface area of 
the swan. Painting the cheese truck¬ 
les inside the wings also required 
some contortionist skills! 

“It had to be turned around in two 
weeks so I couldn’t even think 
about the magnitude of the task - 
just the clock ticking and getting it 
done in time.”

Teen sensation Harry Houseago heads to Weymouth 


IT'S said that youth is wasted on the young... 
But not in Harry Houseago's case. 

He was learning guitar from the age of 
three, in a recording studio at six, playing 
open-mic nights at ten and released his first 
single at thirteen... Now, having only just 
turned sixteen, he is releasing a new EP of as¬ 
tonishing depth and maturity. Shift over Ed 
Sheeran and Ben Howard, you have competi¬ 
tion. 

Richly melodic, acutely personal and beau¬ 
tifully produced, the EP fuses the songwriting 
nous, weathered confidence and emotional 
insight of a grown-up to the vulnerability and 
ease of a teenager. Penning his own songs 
and co-writing with established songwriters, 
Harry equally masters buoyant pop and nu- 
anced ballads, with two covers that Harry has 
no trouble putting his own stamp on, and 
which reveal more about this gifted teen. 

South Londoner Harry Houseago has been 
leading up to this for years. His music-mad 
mum Annie ensured he was immersed in 
music from the start; "Even in the womb," 
Harry grins, "I was wedged between her and 
her guitar." When Harry got bored of studying 
classical guitar, he turned to rock and the 
blues. Led Zeppelin was a particular favourite 
but Jimmy Page's acoustic guitar - "And the 
soul that I heard come out of that" - that 
changed his direction. He embarked on a se¬ 
ries of open-mic shows with an acoustic gui¬ 
tar and won a V Festival talent competition 
when he was just eleven years old. 

His stage presence was further sharpened 
by entering competitions such as Live & Un¬ 


signed (third place in 2009, a finalist in 2010), 
and via a pantheon of heroes (Nick Drake, 
John Martyn, Ben Howard, Newton Faulkner, 
Neil Young, Glen Hansard, Seth Lakeman,Tom 
Waits and Lennon & McCartney), Harry has 
fashioned his own musical identity."! believe 
that music should first and foremost be en¬ 
tertaining, but it's also one of the most direct 
forms of emotional connection - ears 
are the first external organs that de¬ 
velop in the womb". 

In one fell swoop, the talent competi¬ 
tions are old news; Harry's new EP is 
most definitely the sound of a com¬ 
pletely different talent, with three self- 
penned original tracks (two of which are 
co-writes) and one cover version - "Just 
A Day"- a 2001 single by Feeder radically 
changed in outlook from the original's 
buzzing punk-pop to a simmering bal¬ 
lad. 

"I like hearing a good song performed 
in a different way...." says Harry. ”1 also 
covered the classic ’Put A Little Love In 
Your Heart’, which is available as a free 
download -1 love that song’” 

The EP's lead track "Tomorrow Today" 
is hopeful, to suit its upbeat arrange¬ 
ment , with sentiments not just for im¬ 
pressionable teens but for grown-ups 
too, in stark contrast to the haunting ’Bi¬ 
cycle That Can Fly’. Harry's lyrics are al¬ 
ways personal, often inspired by news 
reports, "But in some way all my words 
are autobiographical, he says. Harry 
doesn't shy from emotional truths that 


both belie his age and expose him as a 
teenager. 

Harry plays Yeovil's Cafe Nero on Friday, Au¬ 
gust 10th at 12noon. Other dates in the south 
west include Exeter on August 4th, Barnstaple 
on August 5th and Weymouth on August

Get tough on drink driving, say motorists 


EIGHTY per cent of motorists say those who repeat¬ 
edly drink drive should have their vehicles seized and 
sold or scrapped, according to a poll by the 1AM (Insti¬ 
tute of Advanced Motorists) 1. Fifty per cent think that 
this should also happen to drivers several times over 
the limit. 

The respondents were also behind reducing the 
drink-drive limit. Sixty-six per cent want to see the 
limit reduced, with most of these saying it should be 
lowered to a maximum of 50mg of alcohol per 100ml 
of blood. Twenty-eight per cent think we should have 
a zero-tolerance policy. 

People convicted of drink driving generally lose their 
licence for a year and receive an average fine of £240. 
Fifty-seven per cent think this is too weak, and that 
punishments for drink drivers should be tougher - 
thirty-eight per cent much tougher. 

Other findings include: 

• Fifty-five per cent of poll respondents support a 
proportionate, graduated system of penalties, if the 
limit was reduced. For example, lower penalties would 


be given to drivers caught under the current limit, but 
above the new one. 

• Almost half of respondents admit to having a drink 
while driving, within the current limit. 

• Seventy-nine per cent say a decrease in the limit 
wouldn't affect their enjoyment of an evening out. 
Nineteen per cent said it would. 

• Eighty four per cent said a reduction in the limit 
wouldn't change their plans to go out. 

1AM chief executive Simon Best said: "The support is 
there for tougher treatment of drink drivers. 

"Not only do the majority want a lower limit - they 
also want tougher punishment for those that break 
the law, especially the worst offenders who present 
the greatest danger to other road users, their passen¬ 
gers and themselves. 

"Our poll shows a desire to see more effective drink 
drive levels as well as much greater consistency of en¬ 
forcement, prosecution, and sentencing, which re¬ 
flects the level of danger associated with drinking 
drivers."

BVRLA pushes back against fleet Tax attack' 


THE BVRLA has taken the first steps to counter the fleet sector'tax 
attack'launched in this year's Budget. 

It has written to HM Treasury to express concern over the business 
car tax measures outlined by the Chancellor and has assembled a 
'Business CarTaxation Taskforce'to develop lobbying strategies and 
technical arguments against what it sees as discrimination against 
the sector. 

The Budget announced last March introduced a series of changes 
to the company car tax regime and made it much harder for BVRLA 
members and their customers to claim tax relief (Capital Al¬ 
lowances) on lease and rental vehicles. Documents obtained by the 
BVRLA under the Freedom of Information Act show that the Gov-

ernment hopes to earn an extra £2bn from company car tax be¬ 
tween 2013 and 2017 and make nearly one million fewer business 
cars eligible for 100% first year or standard tax relief during the 
same period. 

The association believes that these changes will place an even 
more disproportionate tax burden on essential road transport users 
and remove a vital stimulus for the ultra-low carbon vehicle mar¬ 
ket. 

"Tax incentives for reducing fleet emissions have worked too well 
and the government is worried about falling revenues", said BVRLA 
chief executive John Lewis. 

"But these measures are ill-advised, unfair and over aggressive. 
There is almost total consensus across the road transport and au¬ 
tomotive industry that the government is in danger of erecting a 
massive roadblock across the road to low-carbon motoring". 

The newly-formed taskforce plans to commission an independent 
report that will use member statistics and other data to challenge 
unfair elements of the government's Capital Allowances regime. 

In particular it wants to reverse the decision to remove the 100% 
first-year capital allowances available on low-emission vehicles from 
leased cars, which would also impact rental firms. 

The group will also seek to challenge the continuing application 
of the Lease Rental Restriction, which prevents companies deduct¬ 
ing the full cost of leasing or renting certain cars from their taxable 
profits. 

The BVRLA has already started trying to persuade the govern¬ 
ment to introduce a more gradual increase in company car tax for 
people driving cars emitting between 0 and 75g/km C02 after April 
2015. At the moment, these cars will go from either being taxed at 
a zero rate or 5% of their P11D price to a 13% rate overnight. It is al¬ 
ready making company drivers hold back on choosing an ultra-low 
emission car while they re-evaluate the impact on their take home 
pay. 

"We understand the need for austerity measures, but this assault 
on essential road users will result in more harm to the environment. 
It is even more misguided than the Pasty Tax," said Lewis.
